MACADAMIZING ROADS,

Before the commissioners of this or
any other counly expond any money for
macsdam on county roads, they would do
woll to make some inquiries. Merely
piling up broken stone on a highway will
he o sheer waste of timo snd money. The
vory first essential in making a road
is good drainage. All other things
are worth nothing without this. Where
the moil in sandy aund loose as itis in
wontern Nebrsaka, rond making is com-
paratively an easy mattor, Buc where it
in compact and olayey, as in the Missouri
and  Mississippi  valloys, macadam
alone is utterly worthless, Thero are
roads in Iowa that have been macadam-
ized half-a-dozen times. At present it
would be imposaible to tell that any stoue
had ever been placed upon them, The
noftening of the ill-drained roads when
the froat came out of the ground allowed
the macadam to sink entirely out of sight
undor the pressure of the heavy teams
Every mothod of making macadam has
been tried on these roads with ezactly
the same result, On hill-tops and dry
places the work has stood the wear and
tear. On the bottom lands, where the
the water steod and froze in the ground,
the stone sank into the soft mud. Pro-
bably on the bluffs and high.lands of
Douglas county, macadam might prove
useful. DBut on the low lands it would
be entirely thrown away.

The system which was most succossful
in some parts of Iowa, and which prom-
inea tho best results everywhero, was one
of thorough surtace and subsoil draining,
A space in the road fifteen to eighteen
fect wide in first staked off. In this two
parallel ditches are duog to the depth of
perhaps six feet, and in the shape of a
letter V. As each is to serve as the
foundation of & road-bed, the ocenter of
ench ditch is about one-fourth of the dis-
tance from the edge of the track firat
staked off. At the bottom of each is
then lnid drain tile of a sufficient size to
oarry off the water, probably not less
than three and a half inches. On thewe
large, loose stones may be placed and the
earth thrown back and amoothed off un-
til the whole surface ia level, At proper
interyals along the highway a provision
is mads to carry off the water that may
accumulate in the drains into the creeks
and water courses,

We have here a perfectly-drained road
that will keep dry and firm in almost any
kind of weather, The walls of natural
earth which were left when the V-shaped
ditohes were ‘dug conduct the water as it
trickles downward into the tiles at the
bottom. Thess lead it off into the oreeks,
and out of the way. There is no water
in the road to freeze up in the fall and
tear the road to pieces when it thaws in
the spring, What little moisture there
may be is collected by the drains as fast
as it melts and drawn away. On this
macsdam may be laid, if desired, but itis
not at all necessary.

Another advantage of a road thus laid
is that & much smaller space of land need
be condemned for it than is at present
used. The average country road in Ne-
braska is not less than sixty feet wide.
Over and acroas this winds a narrow
track for one vehicla. Were roads con-
struoted as we have suggested they need
not be' ons-half so wide, and they would
have upon thom two good, broad tracks,
on any part of which a team could travel
with perfect ense. These facts are cer-
tainly worth the serious attention of the
commissioners,

THE STREETS OF OUMAHA,

The people of Omaha, parhaps, think
that we have the worst streets in the
world, and that older cities in the cast
have stroots that are well-paved and free
from mud., We admit that the thorough.
fares of Omaha at the present time are in
a horrible condition, but they might ba
even worse, To those who are inclined
to grumble we would say that even in
Now York thore is the londest kind of
complainta about the condition of the
stroots. The New York FEvening Pout,
of a rocent date, says:
“The pavement in many of the down-
town #stroets, especially those east of
Brondway, is very much in need of re-

ir, and while the rondwaya are not as

nd as they were before the removal of

the old wooden pavements, the occupant
of & light wagon incurs considerablo risk
in drniving over some of the strceta,
The vement of Broadway which
was laid on a foundation of concrete
has been torn up and relaid in
patches, from time to time, fur the
purpose of laying mains of steam-heating
pipes and telograph wires, and for re-
pairs to sewers, gas maing, w_lt.er pipes,
eto., and to-day the rondway is o rough
and uneven that en a rainy day the water
collects in pools, some of which cover a
space eight or ten feet in diameter. One
of the last acta of Comptroller Campbell,
while he was at the hesd of the depart-
ment of public works, was to Isy s new
pavement on Fulton street from Broad-
way to the East river. This pavement
was laid in the best manner, ou & foun-
dation of conercte, but in less
than a month after the work was com-
pleted it was torn up for the purposo of
making a sewer connection.  Bince that
time ateam heating-pipes, new gas mains,
and other subterranean pipes have ben
laid in thisj thoroughfare, and to-dayjthe
streot is in some places almoat unsafe for
travel. At the southwest corner of Gold
and Fulton streets a new building has
been erected. The pavement in front of
this building waa torn up for the purpose
of constructing the cellar walls, and has
not been properly relaid. ¥or a distance
of nearly 100 feet the roadway on the
south side of the street between the car
track and the sidewalk is almost impassa-
ble."”

The Evening Post devotes three-quar-
ters of a column in pointing out the al-
most impassable places in the streets, all
of which are paved. From the above ex-
tract it will be seen that in New York
pavements are laid upon a concrete
foundation. This is what ought to be
done in Omaha, whether the pavement is
of stone or asphalt. It should have been
done on Tenth street. We hope that, if
it in not too Inte, steps will be taken to
lay the Farnam street stone pavement on
a firat.class concrete foundation. Our
eoil is too soft to hold a stone pavement
in place any length of time, if it is
laid eimply on a bed of sand
and  broken  stone. It will
not be long before the Tenth street pave-
ment will have ugly depressions and
holes in it,and it will haveto be frequent-
ly relaid, in various places. The asphalt
pavement has been laid on a splendid
conorete foundation, and the same kind
of foundation should be provided for the
stone pavements.

Another important matter that should
bo attended to immediately on all streets
that have been ordered to be paved is
the making of all gas, water and sewer
connections before any pavement is laid,
It will not do to allow this matter to be
neglected now, and then hereafter por-
mit the pavement to be torn up in hun-
drads of places for the purpose of making
these connections. Such work will ruin
any pavement. Ic is hoped that the city
council will compel property owners to
make their connections as soon as the
streets are ready to be paved.
